The attempted deportation of non-citizens on the ground of 
political opinions is a violation of the Constitution of the United States 
and of the Bill of Rights.

operate for the benefit of the people of the United 
States. She believed that many of these organizations 
were doing important things for the country, however, 
she later realized she was being used by some of these 
groups. When she realized this fact she ignored the 
mail which came to her asking for her signature, 
membership, or financial contributions, until the 

mail finally ceased. 


She stated that most appeals were made to her 
by mail and only a few organizations made personal 
contact or telephoned her. : Subject related she dii not 
realize she was being used until she read publicity about 
other persons in the entertainment field who were being 
used, publicity which was hurting the careers of these 
persons. She then analyzed her own position and realized 
this publicity would also hurt her career which, she said 
it has. She cited the example that in 1951, she was 
offered an acting commitment on a nation-wide ‘television 
program from which the company later tried to relieve her. 
When the rest of the cas® refused to appear without her, 
she was reluctantly allowed to appear. Since that time 
she has not been asked to appear on television. 


As a result of this experience in 1951, subject 
stated she ceasedtiall such activity and proceeded 
on the premise that an actor should confine his activity 
to the arts and not politics.

Subject stated she is now unable to recall the 
substantial nature of her activity, however, she does recall 
appearing as a speaker on behalf of some of these organizations. 
The last-time she recalls pearing personally was in 1948, 
at pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, where she spoke in support of 
HENRY WALLACE, Progressive Party Presidential Candidate. 

As a result of this appearance she received extremely 
unfavorable publicity in the Pittsburgh press and at that 
time decided, that support of these organizations linked 
to the CP was’ dangerous to her career. 


Subject advised that about in 1951, she finally 
realized that many organizations which were seeking her 
support were not acting in the best interest of the United 
States but then it was too late. After that she refused 
her support’ generally by not answering the mail sent to 
her. She could not or would not become specific in 
her’ replys regarding the identities of these organizations 
or to the identity of araavaaueds with whom she had been 


associated. - 


she advised that it she were approached’ by .anyone 
representing any of these organizations, which she so freely 
gave support in the. past, she6 would not support them in any way. 


HAGEN advised that in 1953, she received a 
subpoena to appear before a congressional committee, which 
later was canceled. At that time ‘she spent several hours 
with her attorneys groping for the name of the individual, 
individuals, or organization who first contacted her, 
however, she was unable to recall their identity at that 
time. Subject indicated to interviewing agents that it 
was her desire to cooperate with the committee rather than 
to plead the fifth amendment had she been required to 
appear before the committee. 


Agents attempted to convince subject that information 
she possessed regarding the activities of individuals known to 
her is important in the Bureauts investigation of Communism,

She 
hes since heard that he made derogatory statements about 
the United States, however, finds this difficult to 
believe. 


PAUL DRAPER 


DRAPER is an entertainer, She has seen him 
entertsin at some of the same functions as she. She 
recalled that he appeared at a rally sponsored by the 
Civil Rights -Congress (CRC), however, can recall nothing —~ 
Specific at regarding the nature of this rally. She 
has no information that DRAPER is a CP member, however, 
his career was ruined by publicity linking him to | 
subversive groups. She recalled that he instituted a 
libel suit against the "New York Times" and spent all

FERGHOF stated that at no time has she been a ae 
member of the Communist Party (CP) and no one has ever / 
invited her to join the CP. She has no direct knowledge 
that any individual is or was a member of the CP and

With regard to CP front activity, subject 
made the statement that she supported many organizations, 
however, she was unable to determine whether these 
organizations were acting on behalf of the CP or were

Subject stated that she supported several 
organizations because she personally felt that she was

States, She believed that many of these organizations wk

were doing important things for the country, However, — 
she later realized that she was being used by sc. of 
these groups.

She stated that most appeals were made to her 
by mail and only a few organizations made personal contact 
or telephoned her, Subject related that she did not 
realize she was being used until she read publicity about 
other persons in the entertainment field who were being 
used3 publicity which was hurting the careers of these 
persons, She then analyzed her own position and realized 
this publicity would also hurt her career which, she said, 
it has, She cited the example that in 1951 she was 
offered an acting commitment on, a nationewide television 
program from which the company later tried to relieve her, 
When the rest of the cast: refused to appear without her, 
she was reluctantly allowed to appear. Since that time 
she has not been asked to appear on television. 


As @ result of this experience, she atated she 
ceased all such activity and proceeded on the premise that 
an actor should confine his activities to the arts and 
not politicse

BERGHOF stated she is now unable to recall the 
substantial nature of her activity, however, she does recall 
appearing as a speaker on behalf of some of these organi« 
zations, The last time she recalls appearing personally 
was in 1948 at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, where she spoke 
in support of HENRY WALLACE, Progressive Party Presidential 
Candidate. As a result of this appearance she received 
extremly unfavorable publicity in the Pittsburgh press 
and she later decided that support of these organizations 
linked to the CP was dangerous to her career, 


FERGHOF advised that in about 1951 she finally 
realized that many organizations which were seeking her 
support were not acting in the best interests of the 
United States but then it was too late. After that she 
refused her support generally by not answering the mail 
sent to her, She advised that if she were approached 
by anyone representing any of these organizations to 
which she so freely gave support in the past, she would 
not support them in any way. 


In addition, BERGHOF advised that in 1953 
she received a subpoena to appear before a congressional 
conmittee, which was later canceled, At that time she 
spent several hours with her attorneys groping for the 
; name of the individual, individuals, or organization 
which first contacted her. However, she was unable 
to recall the identity of the persons responsible for 
her becoming interested in the Communist front movenent.
